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cotta vases, lilledwith the spike-leaved cactuses 
and aloes which are so characteristic of Eome. 

Annina had simply told the padrone that these 
alterations were comniaudei.1 by a relative of Her- 
bert's, but that Herbert was so eccentric it must 
be done without his knowled^se, and the padrone 
must take tlie lunrlt or Dlame on himself. He 
was only too wilUng to do. so a.t the nte he was 
paid for everything, and .with the knowledge, that 
corae.what would, the articles would remiin in 
lis house. For the rest, he was quite willing to 
gritiiy any whim of those "pazzi, gl' Eriglesi." 

The morning before the first sitiing, which was 
to be in liis own house, Herbert had breakfasted 
at the Catl'e GrecD. There was, as usual, a plen- 
tiful assemblage of artists; bearded and moiis- 
taohed men of all ages and countries; spruce 
Englishmen, neat even at that hour; Danes; 
burly, reckless-looking Frenchmen, drinking wine 
instead of coflee; seli- willed and pugnacious 
Americans, WiUi surreptitious tobacco swelling in 
their cheeks, but all with an air of litb, individu- 
ality, and selt-reliance, if also of self-assertion, 
which gave them incontestibly the palm over the 
assemblages in the Cafl'e Nouvo or a.ny other in 
which languid and wearied travelers or ellete 
Pontificals assembled. 

Tne great English sculptor, who has never 
missed nis morning cup of coffee at the Cafle 
Greco for more, years than one likes to remember, 
when one also considers of what value is that lile 
to art, was there, de'iveriug as usual some of his 
terse and pithy axioms with his decided yet sim- 
p'e manner. The forcible enunciation ot a man 
who has sought for truth patiently and honestly, 
and expresses what he has found fearlessly and 
positively. He and Herbert were great allies. 
Herbert had a profound veneration tor Gibson. 
Gibson recognized and proclaimed Herbert's tal- 
ents and respected liis character. 

The conversation turned on beauty, and Gibson 
spoke with an enthusiasm (ever young) of thp 
beauty ot a lady lately arrived at Rome, a Mi:s 
Spencer. 

" She has the most winning fice, ■' he said, " a 
charming, playful smile, and with these very tfem- 
iiilne attractions she combines a brow and a pose 
of theheadlhave nesrer seen but in the purest 
Greek type. Leonardo da Vinci alone co dd 
p int sucii a face, at once so refined and Intellect- 
ual." 

"S'relsarich heiress," said one of the other 
artists, "and is going to be married to a relation, 
or guardian, or something of that sort, James 
Elton, a good fellow, but plain and much older 
than she is." 

Herbert turned round. It seemed strange to 
hear little Nell so spoken of. 

"They' say," added another, "that she has 
come to Eome with the most generous intentions 
towards artists. She Is going to fill a gallery 
with pictures." 

The conversation turned ott" In another dh:ec- 
tioii. Tr.e morning assemblage dispersed, and 
Herbert went home.. He was delighted that it 
was to be the first sitting in his own house. He 
was rather glad on that account that the sitting- 
room, which opened Into his studio on one side 
and Into his hed-room ou the other, had been so 
adorned by his padrone; I'or now It was a pretty 
and picturesque room. He tiirther decorated it 
with a tew flowers placed on the table near which 
the young lady was to sit. 

He was working a;t the picture, and thinking 
with somewhat of wounded feelings of Elton's 
want of confidence in him. They had had so 
many discussionj about marriage, and James had 
BO reproached Herbert lor cutting hunself off from 
all association with the Spencers previous to Mr. 
Spefncers death, and had s6 Often hinted, even 
lately, at the advantages of such a marriage for 
him, that his lip curled In scorn at the evident 
want of openuess and straightforwardness in Jim. 
What viras he aft dd ol ? There could be no chance 
of rivalry. Every teeling ot Herbert's heart was 
absorbed in theyoiingltalian with whom he had 
lately become acqnalned, who was an entire 
stranger to him, ot whose very name he was Ig- 
noraat, and yet to whom, by the fine kitoltlon of 



love, he knew he was bound by the chords of the 
most enttoe sympathy, and the most intimate 
comprehension. Poor little Nellie! he could not 
help sraiUiig at the admiring, almost reverential 
way in which he had heard her mentioned. "How 
o.'teii had she sat on his knee, or slept in his 
arms — how often had she. In tlie waywardness of 
Illness, refused to take food but trom his hands.

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The London Musical Wm-ld'a correspondence 
from Mihm commences with this conihient. : 
" The war is the all absorbing topic, and inusic 
or theatres are to a certain extent forgotten 
not only in Milan but in all provincial towns " 
But one novelty had been produced in Milan for 
two months — Oaguoni's opera, " Claudia," at 
La Cannobiana." Its libretto was adapted from 
George Sand by two different librettists, and Is 
not well adapted to lyric performance. Cag- 
nOnl has earned by it, credit forponscientious de- 
votion to an impracticable subject, and rank 
among plodding muscians. It had not sucli in 
terpreters as indifferent works require to make 
them palatable. 

Signora Grossi is said to sing in fair style, but 
has a small voice, and lacks ease in giving out 
tone. Brignole, the baritone, on the contrary, 
has a fine voice, but roars too often and too 



much, to depict a^feeble old man. Montanaro, a 
teiiorino, is spoken of as careful but unsensa- 
tlonal. Cagnoni, with all these drawbacks to 
success, had the supreme Italian felicity — of a 
composer— to be called out some twenty times 
on the first night of his opera, and its run until, 
the season closed. 

Rossini's "William Tell " was tried at II Car- 
cano thrice, but modern Italy does not cotton to 
grand operas written for French singers, except 
as in case of " L'At'ricaine " for novelty's sake. 
French artists had obtained immense success in 
a theatre within a Public Garden with Offen- 
bach's opera bnffa— La Belle Hellene. 

The WorlePs correspondence from Stuttgart 
remarks upon Abert's new opera, " Astorga," 
The book made by Pasque is better than the 
general run of such productions, and the inusic 
was much applauded, the composer and singers 
being called out twice after each act, beside 
which the King sent for Abert next day, talked 
with him for half an hour, and sealed his royal 
approbation with appointing him Royal Director 
of Music in Wnrtemburg's wide domain. 

The Klapperkasten Society of Leipsic recently 
gave a grand entertainment to Moscheles, at 
which 250 ladies and 700 gentlemen were 
present. It seems that Kiapperkasten means 
"Rattle Box," a German synonym for the piano- 
forte, which on that occasion was made to open 
suddenly, and show Moscheles' bust made by 
Knaur. Recitatiims, pianism, and choral per- 
formance were crowned by a grand address to 
Moscheles backed up with cheering ad lib. Then 
Moscheles responded in words, and on the piano- 
forte. 

The long expected Musical Festival at Ham- 
burg attracted to St. Michael's Cathedral but 
half of that four thousand it can accommodate, 
because all classes were full of misgivings about 
war and its effects upon Hamburg. There was 
an exceedingly good chorus formed by 'local 
Academy students, an excfllent orchestra, and" 
Franz Weber, to play a grand organ with eighty 
registers, and to crown all those great advan- 
tages, St. Michael's Church is saLd to be admira- 
ble in transmission of sound. 

Jenny Lind sang all the soprano music as 
Mile. Therese Schneider was Indisposed, and is 
highly reported of in " The Messiah," Schu- 
mann's " Paradise and Peri," and " II re Pas- 
tore," by Mozart. Beside her Mile. Bettelheim, 
Herrs Gunz and Stockliausen took solos. Speak- 
ing of serious mistakes committed by wind instru- 
ments in concert perfonnance, that correspond- 
ent truly remarks, " On the art of rehearsing 
judiciously, of pointing out an error instantly 
and clearly, nnd saying how it is to be remedied, 
without tiring the' 'band, there ought to be a 
book written, and what is more, seriously stu- 
died by 99 conductors out of 100. Stockhausen 
Is censured for some errors In his direction there. 

The Mitsiral World, considers the Three Choii-s 
Festival at Worcester to have a very indifferent 
programme this year, although it offers Haydn's 
"Creati(m," "Elijah," the "Messiah," and se- 
lections from grand works -vrith Titiens, Dolby, 
Reeves, and Santley as soloists. 

Von Bulow, Wagner's special advocate, was 
so harassed at Munich by professional and 
party spite as to cause his resignation of a high 
musical office, and in consoling phrase Bavaria's 
King smootlied down his rjiffled mind. 

Jenny Lind was to sing at St. James' Hall, 
London, on July 11th, in Arthur S. Sullivan's 
grand orchestral concert, .which fact he duly 
heralds. 

Wagner received on his last birthday a silver 
laurel wreath from admirers in Munich, which 
he acknowledged in flowery language, and very 
involved sentences. 

J. F. Barnett is said to have nearly completed 
his oratorio for the Biimingham Festival. He 
calls it "The raising of Lazarus" and rumor 
praises the work.highly. 

The Leyden's Vocal Union's Triennial Fesli 
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val came off recently in good style, notwitli- 
standin"' that war's alarms somewhat disturbed 
the serenity of feelinp which sacred or classical 
music requires, and Hill of Frankfort was not 
allowed to leave that " free city" just then as 
soldiers were needed very much. Mendelssohn s 
"St Paul," "The Messiah," Handel s 100th 
Psalm— a rarity in Holland, it appears— Spring 
and Summer from Haydn's " Seasons," Beetho- 
ven's n-r^ind " Eroica " symphony, were all direct- 
ed by 3 A. Wetrensso well that 2000 persons were 
abundantly satisfied. The choral force amounted 
to 230, and the band numbered 04 including 34 
first violins. , , . , • , 

The Musical Society of London is sharply 
criticised by the World for this season's per- 
forinance, and reorganizntion is strenuously 
recommended. At their fourth and last con- 
cert, that journal says Schumann's fourth Sym- 
phony was even more coldly received than when 
played at New Philharmonic, although very 
finely played by Alfred Mellon's orchestra--to 
miss whom and his noble orchestra, that writer 
thinks would be grievous to amateurs. Wieni- 
Rwski created an extraordinary sensation tliere, 
by his performance of Mendelssohn's violin 
concerto. 

Profuse discussion is had in London musical 
papers of Gounod's earlier works and " Ulysses," 
the critics differing, as in regard to Schumann, 
most radically, and with not infrequent disre- 
gard of courtesy. 

Benedict's third annual grand morning bene- 
fit concert, attracted to St. James' Hall, an enor- 
mous crowd of rank and fashion, to hear the 
magnificent display of vocal and instrumental 
talent, promised by his glowing announcements. 
His programme offered forty-seven pieces, but 
some were omitted because De Mureka, and 
Mario did not appear, the latter causing exces- 
sive grief to fair expectants. 

The World's critic picks out as gems, the fol- 
lowing: Santley's " Wanderer," and " On part- 
ing;" a song by AdelinaPatti, to Byiyn's words; 
Miss Edith's Wynne's " Book me to sleep ;" Tra- 
belli's exquisite" voice and peerless taste in " Di 
tanti palpiti" and preceding recitative ; Reeve's 
nnparagoned voice and expression in Balfe's 
■" Lady Hildred ;" Gardoni's Romnnza from 
L.Elisir d'Amore ;" Vilda's •' Casta Diva ;" Luc- 
ca's air from " Fia Diavolo," and Titiens perfect 
enchantment in Agatha's scena and grand aria 
from " I)er Freischntz," besides her boloro from 
"I Vespri Siciliani ;" Arabella Goddaru's " Last 
Rose of Summer " and Master Cowen's extraor- 
dinary talent and great power in Liszt's "March 
from Tannliauser," besides the milder excite- 
ment produced by Sloper and Benedict in 
Moschele's duo concertante " Homage a Handel," 
affi'Cted his admiration most. 

Kuhe's grand annual morning concert drew 
anoilier distinguished crowd to St. James' Hall, 
who found him unable to appear because of 
domestic aflSiction, but save that check to en- 
thusiasm no liitch occurred. The great hits 
there made were by Titiens and De Murska, in 
" L'Arditi ' and " H Bacio" for Titiens and " 'The 
Shadow Song" and Prodi's " Air with Varia- 
tions" for De Murska, as they were marvelous 
examples of facile and rapid execution, creating 
immense enthusiasm with lecalls for each. 
Trebelli sang exquisitely Schira's romance 
" La bella mia." Mme. Wippern — still in Lon- 
don—gave with lovely voice and no lack of sen- 
timent Taubert's " Der Vegal in Walde"' com- 
posed expressly for her. Sahtley gave " O Lis- 
boui" splendidly, Tpin Hohler got a recall for 
" Spirito gentil" and many others renewed the 
dear familiar charms of their pet songs to all 
present. 

We see it stated in the World that the Dowa- 
ger Countess of Harrington nee Miss Foote, a 
celebrated actress, looked well and enjoyed the 
excellent programme offered at Mine. Raby 
Barett's matinee in Collard's saloon, silting vis 
«. vis to his Grace Ireland's only Duke of Liens- 



ter. Mme. Barrett is from Melbourne, and 
fairly satisfied critical j udgment by her perform- 
ance. John Thomas played there a new manu- 
script harp solo, with brilliant and deserved ap- 
plause, and many other celebrities— more or less 

Kate Gordon's matinee at her residence in 
Belgiavia had a large and fashionable audience. 
She is a pupil of Benedict, and her pianisra is 
well estimated, as proved by loud applause for 
Ascher's transcription of " Alice" and with Ber- 
niger, Thalberg's duet. 

The new violinist of whom Chorley expected 
.<!o much is noticed by the World at Mile. Rossi's 
mattinee. 

Gounod's musical illustrations of " Ulysses " 
met with severe criticism, when performed in a 
London concert hall, but his devoted admirer^ 
refused to admit their defects because of the mode 
in which they were given. 

Munich has been excited about Wagner and 
his earnest advocate, Von Bulow, who exerted 
all his own and Mme. Von Bulow's influence to 
bring out Wagner's " Lohengrin " and " Tann- 
hauser " in grand style, with evident purpose to 
reinstate Wagner in his former glorv as arand 
musical director. Von BuloW and wife had to 
leave Munich although she as Liszt's daughter 
had extraordinary prestige. 

At the Now Philharmonic Society's fourth 
soiree, in St. James' Hall, London, J. F. Bar- 
nett's new trio, as played there by him with 
Strauss and Piatti, received great applause 
throughout, pushed to redemand of t,wo move- 
ments. 

Benedict seems to have excited critical enthu- 
siasm by the allegro and scherzo of his manu- 
sci-ipt quartet in C minor, and two movements 
from a sonata for violin and pianoforte, also his 
own composition. , " 

John Thomas' harp ccmcert at the Queen's 
Concert Saloon, brought together a largei num- 
ber of his friends and general admirers. His 
own performance was heartily applauded, so was 
his new ballad to Lord Byron's " There be none 
of beauty's daughters," and Lewis Thomas' grand 
voice produced a fine effect; His other assistants 
were very acceptable. 

Charles Fowler, pianist, was honored with a 
brilliant assemblage of rank and fortune in Miss 
Burdett Contt's magnificent hall of reception, 
Slratton Street. His array of talent was not 
equal in brilliancy, and yet satisfactory to mod- 
erate expectation. He Ijrought forvi-ard several 
new and old compositions, and one, "The Light- 
house Man," took greatly the World's critical 
fancy as given by Mr. Weiss. 

A concert hall, said. to rank with England's 
largest and most magnificent, has recently been 
opened at Margate. Its length is stated at 290 
feet, and the width SO, with a supper-room at: 
toched, the whole decorated in unique, costly, 
and tasteful fashion, exotic plants, and flowers 
being placed before its platform and dispersed 
about the hall. 

E. P. Kingston, so well known here as dra- 
matic and musical agent, beside adroit manage- 
ment of varied entertainments, will be general 
manager for that addition to sea-side enjoy- 
ment. Jullien will be musical director, and put 
a band forty in number through all requisite 
movements. This grand concert hall was to have 
opened July 14th with Parepa, Dolby, Leibhart, 
Rose Hersee, George Perrin, Weiss, and other 
vocalists, Messrs. Ryan and Gordon as pianists, 
and Piatti as violoncellist. 

The Duke of Beaufort's prizes — £35 and £10 — 
for the two bestglees in four or five parts, writ 
ten by members of the Noblemen and Gentle- 
men's Glee Club, were awarded in Willis 
Rooms, on June 23d, after performance before 
that august tribunal. Of six offered — five in 
five parts and one in four — the first prize fell to 
" Oh, the Summer Night," by William H. Cum- 
mings, the admired tenor, who obtained the first 
-prize in 1861 for his equally charming glee, 



"Song should breathe of scents and flowers." 
The second prize fell to Eari Beauchamp's " Oh, 
how much more doth beautie beauteous seeme," 
in the quaint old school of part writing. After 
singing had concluded, the winner's health was 
drunk in choice Burgundy from the prize-cup, 
and Mr. Cummings returned thanks for honors 
conferred in good style. 

At Miss Greening's first matinee, Mme. Laura 
Baxter sang " Se m'abandoni " to great; admira, 
tion, and her superb contralto appeared to per- 
fection in concerted music. The Sisters Georgi 
sang duets " with their own native charm," and 
being encored made all present glow with en- 
thusiasm, by Mendelssohn's, "Oh, wert, thou in 
the cauld blast," a difficult feat. 

Mme. Sidney PratteU's guitar playing was iu 
one piece much, and in another more than much 
admired, says the World. 

AH Brussels' public is very indignant about 
their opera management, because it gives too 
constant monotony of performance, and does not 
range from grand to comic or ejce versa, but runs 
one style so long as it will draw money. Tliat 
public had not " L'Africaine " on their brain, and 
objected to its sixty performances there as too 
much of a good thing. Letellier, its manager, 
retains nexi) season all his principal artists of 
this. In operatic recess that city is musically 
consoled by La Monnaie Theatre orchestra play- 
ing each niglit in the Park, and the intelligence 
that M. Beuiot has completed one half of his 
new oratorio called "Lucifer" with libretto by 
Hiel, wliicli is to be performed on August 38th, 
during the Flemish Congress at Ghent, by Le 
Societie Royale des Choeurs. 

Santlcy, t/ie baritone of auld England, has 
composed a National toast calle-l " The Prince of 
Wales," music by GugUelmo, words by Joliii 
Oxenford, which he sings and sells at Davidson's 
for four shilling's. 

Adelina Patti would appear to have met in 
Catarina— " L'Etoile du Nord,'" at Gye's opera— 
her Leipsic, if not a crushing Waterloo. The 
critics fight so very shy of her performance in 
that opera, that we incline to believe her Cata- 
rina was like Jenny Lind's Norma many years 
since, akin to faUure ; so near akin that but 
sliffht -difference could be discerned by clear 
vision. _ . ... 

A new prima donna. Mile. Celestina Lavini, 
was announced to appear in Mapleson's opera 
as Alice—" Roberto il Diavolo "—with De Murs- 
ka as Isabella, Rokitansky as Bertram, and 
Tasca as Roberto. Tasco was also underiined 
for Ernani, with Titiens for an Elvira, and Sant- 
ley as Carlo. 

Wonderful feats of all possible description are 
duly heralded as coming off at Sydenham Crys- 
tal Palace, all to be seen or heard at minutely 
graduated prices according to extent or quality. 
The attempt to close that great show place oa 
Sunday had failed, because more directors pre- 
ferred -ngodly pelf, for the corporation, to con- 
formity with religious, moral, or civil regulation. 
Le Meneatrel's correspondent at London, 
states, Adelina Patti's salary, at Gye's opera to 
be $4,000— gold— per month, which is probably 
much less than slie receives, her sister's engage- 
ment is put at $3,400, which is more likely. Ma. 
rio's at $4,000 ; Nandin's 3,000 ; Faure's $1.750 ; 
Lucca $4,0000, and his artists cost him $35,000 
per month, and his orchestra $500 each night. 

The London World gives Adelina Patti great 
success in " L'Etoile 'du Nord," without any 
particulars of her vierformance. 

Bott.esini is reported as coming to America, 
once more, hoping through his three string bass 
feats, to restore that good fortune which Europe 
jias recent declined giving him. _ 

Ole Bull is also reported as comijng from Rus- 
sirn wilds to America, with like intent upon lor- ' 
tune's smiles, that have recently been almost 
strangers to him. 

Louis Napoleon decorates the front of his 
new Academie^Paris— with busts of distin- 
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gnished composers, from Olierubini down to 
Verdi. 

Carlsruhe's opera was recently prostrated by 
its cliief male singers beingdrafted into military 
service, at short notice. 

Chorley in his terse comments upon musical do-

He sharply remarks upon his old ' aversion . 
The 54th Philharmonic season closed not glo- 
riously. A more coarse performance could not 
be imagined than Mozart's first syniphony liad 
at this last concert. Bennett's " Wood 
Nymph's" overture went better. Jaell played 
Schunian's concerto with spirit, but not so 
clearly as he might. It is overscored and com- 
pares badly with Beethovens concerto in G ma- 
jor, especially in the close. He thinks from her 
singing in that concert Titiens improves, but 
Gunz dreary, ponderously unfit to give' the 
parade song in " La Dame Blanche." 

Anothi-r fruitless season, he adds, has now 
passed another year of disaster and loported 
loss. The Society is rated soundly for its sins 
of commission and omission.

Benedict's concert with 50 pieces in pro- 
gramme Wits in liis opinion a showy scramble 
not a really ariistic gathering.

Prom Mexico come reports of Mine. Bor 
chard s death, arid Bincchi's financial decease in 
operatic affi.irs. That Mnie. Borchard is de- 
ceased anpeais to be confirmed by subsequent 
advicHS, but as regards Signer Biacchi, future 
revelations should be awaited before giving im- 
plicit credence to reports which place him in the 
same unpleas;.nt attitude with a money taker of 
the late English Opera company. 

So many bitter disputes haved occurred be- 
tween liira and parties connected in manao-e- 
ment of Italian Opera in Mexico, that slight 
irregularities may have been exaggerated into 
very grave misdeeds. 

If reports from England in reference to non- 
payment of interest due upon Mexican debt and 
CQncurrent statements of Louis Napoleon's-refu- 
sal to advance, moneys absolutely needed for 
maintainance of government in that distracted 
country, have good foundation, in fact there is 
very good cause' for Bincchi or any other mana- 
ger leaving its capital for better prospects, and 
. despairing of any future season, of Italian Opera. 
Singei-s who have for some years past found 
good employni9iit in Peru and Chile, have also 
concluded that further stay amid war's alarms, 
■would not be either pleiisaiit or lucrative. 

One excellent singer lias recently been added 
to. managerial resoiirces herie ;.by 'this cause— 
Signer Limperti— a tenor much above the aver- 
age run of thait class in American opera houses. 
His debut in "Ernaiil". at Niblo's Theatre, 
proved a decided success.
